(Original) The method of claim 45, wherein the potassium channel- 
opening amount is 0.1 mg/kg to 200 mg/kg. 

55. (Original) The method of claim 54, wherein the potassium channel- 
opening amount is 10 mg/kg to 100 mg/kg. 

56. (Original) The method of claim 45, wherein the composition is 
administered orally.
